2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-4, 30-34, 41-44 do not meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3) because the prior art cited US 5,270.315 in the 
Internationa] Search Report discloses the employment of the instant compounds in methods for treating virus such as HIV. 

Claims 1-5, 12-17, 20-21. 23-44 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over US 5 270 315 US 5 047 407 
and Chu et al. i . , , 

US 5,270.315 discloses the en^Ioyment of the instant compounds in methods for treating virus such as mv. 

US 5,047,407 discloses that the compounds which are substantially structurally similar to the instant compounds, are useftil in 
pharnaceutical compositions and methods in mediods for treating virus such as HIV. 

Chu et al. discloses that the compounds winch are substantially structurally similar to the instant conqiounds, are useftil in 
pharmaceutical compositions and methods in methods for treating vims such as HIV, 

CImms 1-5, 12-17, 20-21, 23-44 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4) because the claimed methods for treating HIV infection in a 
patient have industrial applicability in the pharmaceutical art. 
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
